Jim, as is well known, 
murdered a white man without provoca- 
tion, so far as is knowu. He had an 
impartial trial and was found guilty of 
murder. The Board of Pardons refuied 
to commute his sentence, and the Su- 
preme Court affirmed the judgment of 
the trial court. 
But Indians care noth- 


ing for courts and only look at results. 
Th«y now understand that he is to be 
executed in January, in fact, \vo are 
inTormed, that his brothor op in Qninn 
Eiver Valley knew what his fate was to 
be the day after the Court filed llio day 
for his execution. This brother, who ia 
known among the whites aa " Old 
Horse," is a captuiu or leading man 
among the Quuiu Biver Piutes, 
Ho 


walked from McDeriait to Willow Creek 
the night that he learned that Jim ia to 
be hanged, and held a. consultation with 
other members of his tribe; what, if 
anything, they proposed doing is not 
known to the whiter, but from their 
actions it is surmised that they may 
caiue trouble.
